* Sir Edward. Grigg said Major 
Wintle was furnished with the. com- 
plete charge sheet and an abstract of 
the evidence on August 7, and a 
Court Martial was provistonally sum- 
moned for August 12. 

On August 9 [t was postponed to 
August 19 and later to August 20 on 
Major Wintle's request.

OW docs Germany compare 
with Britain in the vulner- 
ability of her industries and 
towns? Jt is often supposed 
that Britain is far more vulner- 
able than Germany. Is this so? 
A rough comparigon was made 
recently, It showed that nearly 
one half of Germany’s total in- 
dustry and nearly 60 per cent. 
of her heavy and armament 
industry (which ‘would most 
interest the bomber) are con- 
centrated within an area no 
part of which is more than 160 
miles from the French frontier. 
Within half an hour of leaving - 
their grounds our fastest bom- 
bers could .reach any one of 
these targets. They could be 
home again in another half- 
hour to reload and repeat the 
“dose.” 


The comparison showed that, 
a penetration of 100 miles into’ 
England from the coast (to 
which distance. must be added 
the sea crossing from grounds 
in Germany, Belgium or even 
in captured France, if these 
Inst could Yo maintained against 
concentrated British ‘“preven- 
tive bombing’) would cover a 
little less than half our heavy 
industry.” 

It seems, then, that, from this 
point. of view, Germany is 
virtually as vulnerable as we 
are. It is a point of view 
which leaves out of account the 
superiority of our fighters and 
defence mechanism. 

Not long ago the “Economist” 
summed up the German position, 
It showed that within 50 miles 
(ten minutes flight) from, Allied 
air bases or the coast were con-
